1. A new plan allows Juniors, 
Sophomores and Freshmen, aged 
18 to 26, inclusive, to enlist in the 
Air Force Enlisted Reserve and 
continue their schooling, pro- 
vided they maintain satisfactory 
scholastic standings.

2. All college students may enlist 
as privates in the Army Air Forces 
(unassigned) and serve there un- 
til their turns come for Aviation 
Cadet training.
